Wilbur S. McClean, 32, of Phila­ 
delphia, native of Gettysburg and 
well-known here, was sentenced to 
life imprisonment, Friday, by Judge 
McDevitt after pleading guilty to 
the murder of his 21-year-old sweet­ 
heart, Miss Edna Maier, unemployed 
stenographer, March 30, at her home 
in Philadelphia. 
“I went to her home intending to 
kill myself,” McClean testified. 
“I 
was in a daze and don’t remember 
what happened. 
I loved her and 
intended to marry her.” 
McClean. a son of tile late William 
McClean, of Gettysburg, shot Miss 
Maier three times, killing her in­ 
stantly and wounded the victim’s 
mother, Mrs. Blanche Maier, and 
her brother. William H Maier, 24. 
Mother Testifies 
Before sentence was pronounced, 
Mrs. McClean testified that her son 
had been trampled by a horse when 
he was eleven years old and that 
there was insanity in a branch of 
the family. 
The fatal shooting took place after 
Miss Maier had rejected McClean’s

SUPERINTENDENT’S SECRETARY 
REDUCED FIFTY CENTS A WEEK 


Gettysburg’s school board cut $75 off the yearly salary 
of each ol its 42 school teachers, at a special meeting1 of the 
directors, Friday evening. 
rile reduction was a compromise after the directors had 
entered into a lengthy discussion over salaries for the coming 
school year. 
C. R. Dougherty and Dr. C. G. Crist led the fight for a 
ten per cent reduction in all salaries but met considerable 
opposition from other board members, who favored a cut in 
pay but not to the extent of ten per cent. 
Many compromise motions were made, some receiving 
seconds and others being passed by without a word of dis­ 
cussion. 
Compromise Motions 
Three compromises were offered before the board reach­ 
ed a majority vote on the debatable issue, the majority fi­ 
nally agreeing on a $75 yearly reduction entailing a saving 
of $3,150 per year to the town. 
'• Mr. Donate*, ty aud Doctor Crist 
tins morning issued a public state­ 
ment explaining their stand on the 
question. 
“We are in favor of a ten per 
cent reduction in teachers’ pay,’’ the 
statement reads. “General 
reduc­ 
tions have been made in salaries of 
practically all workers in the com­ 
munity and we feel that the teach­ 
ers, although the issue is not per­ 
sonal. should accept a pay reduction 
as well as others. We believe that 
a ten per cent decrease is fair. The 
reduction voted by tile board was 
not approved by us. We do not be­ 
lieve that $75 is a sufficient cut in 
view* of the present economic con­ 
ditions.” 
Other Reductions 
Both members voted against the 
$75 decrease. 
After considerable discussion on 
the matter, the motion for a IO per 
cent 
reduction 
passed 
by 
Hie 
board. A suggestion was made that 
the salaries be reduced $50 per year. 
This was defeated. A motion to cut 
Hie salaries $100 per year was also 
rejected. The 
compromise 
action 
of $75 was approved. Four voted 
for the motion, and three against. 
After the matter of the teachers’ 
salaries had been settled, tile board 
hurriedly voted other reductions as 
follows: 
The new medical inspector from 
$90 to $85 jier month. 
The secretary # salary of $250 per 
year was cut five per cent. 
The attendance 
officer’s .salary 
was decreased from $50 to $47.50 per 
month. 
The secretary to Superintendent 
fCeefauver was cut from $12.50 to 
$12 per week. 
Janitors’ salaries were reduced five 
per cent. 
New teachers to be elected for 
the elementary grades will receive 
$925 per year a.id new tv h school 
teachers will receive $1,125.

Washington, May 20 (AP)—Re­ 
vised to insure workers their jobs at 
present wage scales, the adminis­ 
tration’s 
railroad 
reorganization- 
economy bill was favorably reported 
by the .senate interstate commerce 
committee Friday, and Chairman 
Dill said he would ask for early 
consideration. 
Several amendments proposed by 
the carriers, shippers and short 
lines also were approvad before the 
committee approved the bill. 
Dill predicted a fight in the sen­ 
ate on the amendment prohibiting 
dismissal of employes or the cutting 
of wages in carrying out orders of 
the railroad regional committees the 
the federal co-ordinator, but said 
President Roosevelt had no objec­ 
tion to it. 
Fight In Committee 
The amendment was approved in 
committee after a bitter contro­ 
versy. 
Some members contended 
the railroad committees should be 
permitted to cut forces if rigid 
economy orders were to be complied 
with. 
Dill, however, said that under the 
amendment the roads would not be 
required tq fill normal vacancies up 
to 5 per cent a year through deaths, 
retirements and resignations, and in 
this way the carriers could reduce 
their forces by 50,000.

pointed out that business is picking 
up and the roads could save in an­ 
other way by not calling back men 
who have been laid off in recent 
months.
